The Project was oorn Augi.ist, 23, 
1937 » with the approval bp Congress of 
"an o.ct to promote conservation in the 
arid and se:.ii-arid areas of the United 
Started i )7 aiding in the developricnt of ' 
fa.cilities for water storage and utili— 
z.o,tions,nd for other purposes". This ajid 
several similar projects forn ana.lnost. 
continuous chain of irrigated lands 
hordoring the Yollov/stone River throu,.^, 
stern Montana. ■ 

Buffalo Rapids is the first project 
of tiio Greo.t Plo.ins Parn Stohilization. ■ 
or v;ator conservation and utilization 
progro.r.. Its piurposes are to- reclaim 
seni-a.rid land and rehabilitate, drought 
stricken farmers. This project extends 
.'elonif the valley from eighteen miles 
northeast of J^Jiles City, at the southern 
end'of the valley, to Ulendive a.t the 
nothern end. AH irrigable lands .are 
v/ithin Custer, Prairie, and,Dawson count¬ 
ies. 

The project is divided into two 
divisions. The G-lendivo, or pirst Divis¬ 
ion, co.Tisists of 1-3,000 a,cros of irriga 
able land, lies along t£e northv/.est bank, 
of the Yellowstone. Tliis acreage takes 
in the abondoned Glendive-Pallon irriga¬ 
tion district which .was being construct¬ 
ed b'y a private commissi on. Stocks had 
been sold,' land purchp.sed, and actual con 
struction begun by the co.mmission in the 
1920 ' 5 , but the project never was fully 
completed. 

, The Second Division is divided into 
throe. separate units,- The one farthest 
south is,the Shirely Unit, having about 
5,300 acres of irrigable land, and tho 
Terry Unit comprises about 2,800 acres 
of irrig3,ble land. There is also the 
Pallon Unit, t^hiah consists of 1,400 aa- 
ros which will be irrigated with water 
from the river pumping''plan's., and about 
2,100 acres vrhich will be served by-the 
relift pumping plant. AH of the 11,600 
acres t be served under the Second Div¬ 
ision is along the southeast bank of the 


river. ' 

The Farm Security Administra.tion 
heA purchased about oO^percent of the 
irrigable acreages of the First Division 
and just recently has cleared the title 
for tho abondoned Glendive-Pallon irri¬ 
gation project. It has slso optioned 
for purchase of about 95 percent of., the 
irrigable land of the Second Division. 
PoV the Glondivo Unit of the Pirst Divi¬ 
sion $ 1 , 605,000 was provided under the 
Dmorgoncy Relief Appropriation Act of 
1537 * Yhe tot.al construction and reset¬ 
tlement costs for the First Division are 
estimated at $2,165,000. -Fop the Second 
Division the cost is estimated at. 
$1,340,000. ■ ■■ 

'This project vras .cited as an ex- 
aerllent area for irrigation boc.aa.se ,pf 
its fertile ground-and* level lands, L'^ng 
before actual construction bega;.., pHnr. 
wore drawn up by engineers in tho honvor 
offices, using the • topo,graph ic.al i.-d’or;;;- 
ation of the Coast and Geodetic Sv.;i,’vny, 
plus a topographical survey rim 'by tl-ic 
Heneral Land Offlee. Bvery luridred-feet 
of the area v.’as surveyed, m-apood .and 
cluiJ’ted, giving -an accurate picture of' 
the tO'TGgraphy of the land,

construction began vrork in ITovembcr of 
1937 on the First Division o.f the Buf¬ 
falo- Rapids Pro'ject.

lAO positi-on becavlse of ' their depend¬ 
ents, Campers are not to feel■thishelp 
as charity, but as a duty of the church¬ 
es, ' 

Detached service was discussed in 
its various phases. Other topics of in¬ 
terest were: the possibility of medical 
care of campers by a budgeting allowance , 
or by some administrative policy; the 
f^rm labor problem - farm service is to 
be more or less voluntary as emergencies 
arise* Since some men have scruples ab¬ 
out this kind of work, it was recom 
mended that the service agencies inform 
the employer of the issues involved in- 
these emergencies, and that no compul¬ 
sion would bo used, , 

The building of morale in camps was 
stressed, by more emphasis ion finer 
things in the study of cultural ideas. 
An educational program should help men 
prepare themselves to fit certain re¬ 
quirements; Specialized training camps 
would be an asset. 

The post war problem of employment 
xvill probably involve some of the work 
already being done, such as hospital and 
relief and reconstruction units. The 
civil liberties if CPS men' are somewhat 
limited but we can appreciate the priv¬ 
ilege of having camps under our church 
agencies , and serving our government 
conscientiously in this time of turmoil.
